And unless human nature hay 
changed mightily within the last ten years he 
would be ceen on every street of the city every 
day if whisky were readily and legally 
obtainable. 


‘‘MESSINA’’ AGAIN? 


Mt. Etna is again pouring lava over the orange 
groves and villages which nestle around its base. 
While the property damage is large, there has 
apparently been little, if any, loss of life thus for. 
There should be little danger of a repetition of 
the Messina horror which shocked the world some 
years ago. The people of the district have known 
for a week that there was trouble brewing in the 
subterranean furnace, and it is to be supposed that 
most of those living in the danger zone have taken 
the hint and fled. 


ENEMIES OF BOTH COUNTRIES. 


The international bandits are not playing any 
favorites. Last week they cleaned out one of the 
North Dakota banks which had survived the Non 
Partisan regime, and got away with $6,200 in cash 
and bonds. In the past these border operators 
have confined their attention mainly to banks on 
the Oanadian side of the line. Tf they are now 
minded to take a turn at institutions on the other 
ride that may be no cause for rogrets.. There can- 
not have been the close co-operation there should 
have been between the Canadian and U.S. authori- 
ties in trying to round up these raiders. That is 
pretty likely to come when it is found that they 
would just as soon steal on one side of the line 
as the other. 


A GREAT ANNUAL WASTE. 


Three despatches published in the same column 
on Tuesday announced that 600 people were home- 
less in Temiscouta, Quebec, because of forest fires ; 
that Timmons, Ontario, was surrounded by forest 
fires; and that the populace of International 
Falls, Minn., were all out fighting forest fires. It 
seems to be the rule on this continent that 
wherever there is a forest left a good part of it| 
has to be burned every summer, together with the 
buildings of pioneer farmers and a backwoods 
village here and there. This may be, and likely is, 
largely unavoidable, but it is waste all the same, 
and in the course of ten years the total must run 
to a frightful sum. It would be good economy to 
spend more public money in preventing and ex- 
tinguishing forest fires, provided the thing is 
practically possible- 


A STEADY JOB. 

The director of experimental farms has been 
telling the special parliamentary committee on 
farming conditions that live stock is the most 
dependable branch of the business, because it is 
the source of year-round work and year-round 
{ncome. In other words, keeping stock gives the 
farmer a chance to earn wages every month in 
the year. That is not the kind of a job that a 

ood many Western farniers want. A _ pretty 
arge proportion of them prefer to grow grain in 
the summer and spend the winter cussing the 
banks and the Governments because they are not 
getting rich. It might not be a bad idea if prairie 
farmers in a general way would try out this 
theory that the surest way to get a living and get 
ahead is to arrange matters so that they can be 
working at something that will produce revenue 
all the year round, 


BALANCING MATTERS. 


Oklahoma farmers pay 26 1-10 cents to ship a 
bushel of wheat 657 miles to Galveston. F'armers 
in Western Canada pay 104-5 cents to ship a 
bushel of wheat the same distance to Ft. William,

THE BANKER CUTS EXPENSES. 


President Harding says that during the past 
year the Government of the United States has 
lived within its income and accumulated a surplus 
of $200,000,000. Last year there was a deficit of 
$823,000,000. The betterment is therefore substan- 
tially more than a billion dollars, and the country 
js now paying as it goes, without imposing new 
tax schemes on its people. A good deal of the 
difference of course was made by incrensed re- 
ceipts from customs and other sources of revenue 
which yield money in proportion as trade is brisk. 
But a good share of the credit also belongs to the 
Government for having cut expenditure in a way 
to get results. The actual spending by the admin- 
istration for all purposes was $256,000,000 less 
this year than last. One quarter of the improve: 
ment in the national finances is thus directly due 
to a reduction of expenditure. 

If there is one country on earth which would 
seem to be able to stand extravagance on the part 
of its Government it is the United States. Thanks 
to the war, the republic gathered in most of the 
world’s gold supply, and New York threatened 
to displace London as the great international 
money centre. This accretion of wealth was real, 
was something in the nature of ‘‘found’’ money, 
and affected all parts of the vountry. This vast 
amount of new capital has been set to work with 
characteristic ‘‘American’’ enterprise. It gave {to 
the manufacturing interests of the United States 
an opportunity to capture the markets of Asia, 
Africa, the Orient and South America, while the 
great manufacturing countries of Europe were 
out of those markets: They are able to sell on 
eredit abroad, while their old world competitors 
must sell on less attractive terms. At the same 
time the United States farmers have found ready 
markets for their surplus crops, even\in countries 
which used to compete with them in the produc. 
tion of foodstuffs. 

The reflex action of this new national oppor. 
tunity has been apparent—a good deal too appar 
ent for the advantage of Canada. Prosperity re- 
turned to the United States, while Europe and 
most of the rest of the world is still struggling 
with the problems of deflation and readjustment. 
As an instance of the good times there, the repub- 
lic has been having the most remarkable building 
boom in its history. In town and country, from 
ocean to ocean, there has been an unprecedented 
demand for building materials and tradesmen 
Work is and has been plentiful and wages yood, 
despite the rush of Canadians and other outsiders 
to share the jobs and the pay onvelopes. 

Under such conditions it was hardly to be 
expected that the Government of the United 
States would set an example to the world in 
‘‘thrift.’? Governments do not commonly curtail 
their spending activities when their taxpayers are 
earning good wages and making large profits. I: 
usually happens under such circumstances that 
the Government speculates more wildly than the 
individual, and that public expenditure mounts 
more rapidly than the average private income 
The unexpected has happened, and while the 
people of the republic have been increasing their 
wealth and bettering their conditions of life, 
their national Government has taken the oppor 
tunity to reduce expenditure, abolish the annual 
deficit, and make the revenue meet the outge 


‘| without devising new ways of coming at the poe 


kets of the taxpayers. The national policy, in- 
stead of imposing a heavier load on the produc 
tive industry of the country, is thus kept from 
hampering the national welfare, while the public 
finances are set in order’ The Government at 
Washington, instead of capitalizing the nationa] 
prosperity and boosting expenditure and taxation 
is shaping its spending program according to the 
money available and thus giving the taxpayers a 
chance to keep and use what he earns. 

The moral is plain enough. If the United 
States canot afford to spend as largely as it form. 
erly spent in carrying on the publie services, no 
other country is in position to do so, If retrench- 
ment is the policy of prudence at Washington it 
is even more imperative at Ottawa and at every 
Canadian provincial capital. When the great 
banker nation of the world cuts down its expenses 
in order to make its budget balance, it surely is 
time that borrower nations and provinces follow 
ed the lead. The United States might be excus.- 
able for spending its war-made wealth im lavish 
public outlay, but it is not doing it. Certainly 
the countries and provinces which have to remii a 
large share of the annual earnings of their tax- 


payers to New York as interest on loans cannot 


afford to carry on regardless.
